FEARS THEY WILL SCATTER 


Executive Says He Will Not “Set 
Excited” Over Complaints 
by. Reformers.“ 


TALKS ON FUNKHOUSER REPORT 


Mayor Harrison disclosed last night Vs 
policy for handling the vice problem. He de- 
scribed himself as a conservative opposed to 
“reckless efforts to undo in a few days or 
months the development of years.” 

“I always have felt,” he said, that good 
and lasting results could come only from 
constant, unceasing work to diminish the so- 
cial evil as rapidly as possible without losing 
control of it. I have opposed: the policy of 
attacks of force which would result in noth- 
ing more than ecatterrng vice from its known 
haunts into sections where its power of harm 
would be multiplied and where its discovery 
would be a matter of great difficulty.” 

The mayor was persuaded to discuss his 
views of the situation in Chicago through the 
publication in THe TRIBUNE of the most re- 
cent report of Maj. M. L. C. Funkhouser, 
second deputy superintendent of police, on 
his inspection of moral conditions.” 


Refuses to “Get Excited.” 

The mayor did not know until evening that 
the document, the first of its kind of an offi- 
cial nature to be given the public, had been 
published. He left his residence hurriedly 
at 6:30 in the morning and spent the entire 
day in an automobile as a guest of the Chi- 
cago Automob'le club and the Chicago Ath- 
letic association on its interclub reliability 
run, arriving at the South Shore Country club 
for dinner in the evening. 

When told the work of the morals division 


for September had been made public the 


mayor said he refused to get excited’ 
about that fact or the nature of the disclo- 
sures. He said he had got had time to go 


through the report, but expressed his con- 
fidence that general conditions steadily are 


improving. 

I was kept from reading the report by 
the pressure of important questions requir- 
ing immediate attention such as the garbage 
problem, the mayor said, but I know ina 
general way what its contents are. I am 
kept informed of conditions by my private 
investigator, and I am satisfied they are no 
worse than they have been and that there has 
been improvement in a number of localities, 


Says His Warning Helped. 

„I know improvement has been made in 
the places to which I sent warning in the 
midc of September. Conditions have been 
improved a great deal and further improve- 
ment will follow, if proper methods are used. 
I shall not allow myself to be made hysteri- 
cal. I have had years of experience with 
reformers and have done enough reforming 

myself to feel that I know as much about the 
best methods to follow as any of them. It 
is to be expected some of them will get into 
action, if Maj. Funkhouser’s report has 
been published, but they should realize there 
is nothing sensationally new in the report. 

It describes the situation we have had 
to keep in control since we have been mak- 
ing the fight for the repression of vice. They 
may not have known all the facts set forth, 
but we have known them and have been 
working steadily to meet them as rapidly as 
possible. That program will be followed out 


regardiess of criticigm. 


Police Already Instructed. 

So far as publication of the report goes I 
do not feel any great harm has been done by 
it. The complaints contained in it were 
transmitted to the commanding officers of 
the precincts condemned several days ago 
by Chief McWeeny so the police have had 
time to act on them.“ 

Mr. Harrison said the letters of warning 
sent to about thirty saloonkeepers were not 
sent on the facts reported by Maj. Funk- 
houser, but on findings by his own personal 
investigator, whose identity has been kept a 
secret. He was asked if the revocation of 
any licenses would follow the warnings. 

So far as I know now there will be none,“ 
he said, as my information is that these 
places have been iniproved—especially those 
which harbored women.“ 

The mayor also refused to get excited" 
about the manner in which the Funkhouser 
report had become public. He said if he 
found it was given out by some member of 
the police force not authorized to give out 
information he would see the guilty one. 
“he or she,“ was dismissed; but he said he 
did not think it necessary to start an inves- 
tigation, 


Hears About “Reformer” Blake. 

The automobile trip brought the mayor 
some information about the most recent re- 
former to take an active hand in the social 
evil problem in Chicago—W. M. Blake, rep- 
resentative of the “ business men’s mor- 
als committee.” Mr. Blake was indignant on 
Thursday night, when, after conducting one 
raid, he was refused police aid for other 
raids. 

According to the records of the civil service 
investigation of the police department, in- 
vestigators found immoral places selling 
beer in bottles, the origina! labels of which 
had been replaced with others labeled * Gin- 
geree and bearing the name of Blake.“ 
This was a W. M. Blake, who was known 
among the investigators as Gingeree 
Blake.“ 

During the vice investigation made by a 
special committee of the city council, Blake 
appeared as secretary of a business men's as- 
sociation, said to be connected with Twenty- 
second street interests. This association was 
loud in its demands for segregation and the

ADOLPHUS BUSCH 


Wealthy St. Louis Brewer Sue- 
‘\—éumnbs to Old Ailment in 
His Castle on the 
Rhine. 


FORTUNE NEAR $50,000,000. 


Cablegram from Son Abroad In- 
forms Family of Death; Held 
Interests in Several 
Corporations. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 10.—A cablegram was 
received here tonight announcing the death 
of Adolphus Busch, the multi-millionaire 
brewer, at Langenschwalbach, Germany. 

The cablegram was received by Adoiphus 
Busch III., grandson of the well known brew- 
‘er, from hia father, August A. Busch. The 
cablegram read: “Father passed away 
peacefully at 8:15 o’clock."’ This would be 
1:15 p. m. St, Louis time. 

Mr. Busch had been a sufferer from dropsy 
for seven years. 

August A. Busch arrived at his father’s 
German estate a few days ago, having come 
hurriedly from New York in response to a 
telegram, though when he left St. Louis it 
generally was understood that he was going 
to Germany to hunt. But there hed beena 
quiet rumor among his associates of the elder 
Busch for two weeks that the end was near. 

It is estimated by those familiar with 
Adolphus Busch’s personal affairs that he 
left a fortune of between $50,000,000 and $60, - 
000,000. His financial interests were widely 
scattered and he owned realty in many 
states. He was the largest stockholder in 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing association. 


Director in Several Corporations. 

In addition to his brewery interests in St. 
Louis, Mr. Busch also was a director in sev- 
eral banks here and of several public utility 
corporations. He also was interested in 
breweries in San Antonio, Galveston, and 
Fort Worth, Tex., and owned ice manufactur- 
ing plants in various parts of the country, 

He was head of the foreign department of 
the St. Louis world’s fair. 

Mr. Busch’s philanthropies were numerous, 
one of his most recent being a gift of $150,000 
to Harvard university for the establishment 
of a Germanic institute. Every year he gave 
$5,000 to the convent of the Good Shepherd in 
St. Louis. 

His most recent local benefaction was a 
gift of $25,000 for the erection of a memorial 
to Carl Schurz, Emil Preetorius, and Carl 
Daenzer, the trio of German editors who 
flourished in St. Louis about the time of the 
civil war. 


Generous in Times of Disaster. 

At the time of the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire Mr. Busch contributed $100,000 
to the relief fund. He also contributed heav- 
ily to the relief of the Galveston flood suf- 
ferers and $25,000 to the relief of the Qhio 
valley flood sufferers last spring. 

Mr, Busch first became connected with the 
industry with which his name is associated 
by obtaining a clerkship in a malt and hop 
storage house. He rose steadily and finally 
acquired an interest in a small brewery. 

The brewing industry then was in its in- 
fancy in America. Mr. Busch introduced the 
modern method of bottling beer for export. 
He thus revolutionized the industry and laid 
the foundation for its present great propor- 
tions. 


Traveled Much of the Time. 

Although his home was in St. Louis, in re- 
cent years, Mr. Busch spent only a smal! 
portion of his time here. He usually passed 
the winters in Pasadena, Cal., and his sum- 
mers in Germany, stopping in St. Louis about 
six weeks in the spring and fall. 

For years he had been in poor health, and 
when he was at his home here last spring he 
drove over the downtown district for the first 
time in four years. ö 

Mr. Busch, who was 76 years old, was the 
last of twenty-one children. He is survived 
by the widow, five daughters—Mrs. Jacob 
M. Loeb of Chicago, Mrs. Hugo Reisinger 
of New York, Mrs. Paul von Bontard of Ger- 
many, Mrs. Edward A. Faust of St. Louis, 
and Mrs. Edward Scharrer of Stuttgart, Ger- 
many—and sons, August A. Busch and an 
Busch, both of St. Louis.

CONDITION OF TIM WOODRUFF 
ADMITTED TO BE SERIOUS. 


Former Lieut. Gov. of New York Has 
Been Unconscious Since Last Sunday, 
Son Says. 


New York, Oct. 10.—Alarming reports late 
today regarding the condition of former 
Lieut. Gov. Timothy L. Wogdruff, who re- 
cently suffered a stroke of paralysis, were 
followed late tonight by issuance of a bul- 


+ letin signed by his physicians that was not 


at all reassuring in character. 

Mr. Woodruff has been unconscious ex- 
cept for a brief interval since last Sunday 
night, his son said. The doctors’ bulletin 
read: | 

“The condition of Timothy L. Woodruff 
is still unchanged and he continues to be 
dangerously ill.“ 

In discussing his father’s condition, John 
E. Woodruff stated that the former lieutenant 
governor had been in an unconscious state 
since last Sunday night with the exception 
of a brief interval tonight, when he recov- 
ered for a moment and asked the physicians 
attending him what they were doing. 

The doctors felt encouraged for a moment 
until the patient again relapsed into uncon- 


sciousness.

WILSON BLOWS UP 
LAST BIG BARRIER 
IN PANAMA CANAL| 


Closes Key at White House Set- 
fing Off Blast That Wrecks 
Gamboa Dike. 


LETS WATER INTO CULEBRA 


Two Earth Slides to Be Removed 


Before Atlantic and Pacific 
Meet and Ships Can Pass. 


CONGRATULATIONS FOR GOETHALS 


PANAMA, Oct. 10.—The Gamboa dike, 
which sprang into world wide prominence 
as the last artificial barrier to actual com- 
munication between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifle oceans by way of the Panama canal, 
was rent in twain by the hand of President 
Woodrow Wilson at 2:02 o’clock this after- 
noon, 

Between three and four thousand persons 
from the cities of Panama and Colon and 
various sections of the canal zone journeyed 
to the scene to witness the demolition of the 
barrier, and while the event of destroying 
the dike was spectacular to a degree and 
successful, in its every detail, some disap- 
pointment was evinced because the entire 
dike was not destroyed. 

Utter demolition today was not carried out 
because of the fear that the concussion might 
damage the railroad trestle crossing the cut 
near the San Miguel locks. The two remain- 
ing sections will be dynamited at some future 
day. 

Crowds Line Banks of Cut. 

The spectators were early on the ground. 
They lined the banks of the cut, well out- 
side the zone of danger, occupying the slopes 
of nearby hills, the roofs of buildings, tops 
of cars, and every available vantage point. 

As the hour approached when President 
Wilson in the White House in Washington 
would press the button and send the electric 
spark over the wires to explode the numerous 
charges of dynamite in the dike a hush of 
expectancy fell over all. 

When the minute hand of watches passed 
the hour of 2 o’clock the suspense became 
still greater and the ensuing two minutes 
seemed like as many hours. 


Proves Clean Explosion. 

Then suddenly came the muffied roar of the 
discharge of 1,600 pounds of dynamite, which 
sent a shower of water, mud, and rock high 
into the air, spreading out as it went upward, | 
the whole heavily veiled in a cloud of smoke. 

It was considered among local dynamite 
experts as a remarkable clean explosion. A 
section of the dike sixty feet wide was lifted 
bodily out from its bed and its component 
parts scattered far and wide. The small 
stones rattled a noisy accompaniment on the 
tin roofs of nearby buildings, but none flew 
outside the danger zone. 

As water began to pour through the rent 
made by the explosion whistles were tiled 
down and the crowd sent up a great cheer. 


Not an obstruction was left in the opening, 


except some iron pipes, which stuck up here 
and there. 


Cut Soon Filled with Water, 

At the hour that President Wilson set off 
the blast the water in the cut was exactly 
six feet below the level of Lake Gatun, and 
the inflow of water afterward was in such 
volume that the cut was filled to lake level 
within an hour and a half. 

There was only one accident—a woman 
spectator was struck on the head with a stone 
which was dislodged from the hillside where 
she was watching the explosion by another 
spectator. Her injury is not a serious one, 

All the heads of the canai departments were 
present for the epoch making event, as also 
were all the members of the cabinet of Pres- 
ident Porrag. The president was unable to 
be present. 


Goethals Close to the Job. 

It was Col, Goethals’ day and the chairman 
of the Panama canal commission was the 
recipient of a shower of congratulations. 
Half an hour before the blast was set off Col. 
Goethels took his stand well up toward the 
dike but as the time neared for the explosion 
he drew back a short distance, but still well 
out in front and in an unprotected position. 
There he was when the mass of earth and 
water shot skyward. 

Philippe Bunau-Varilla, who was engineer 
of the Panama Canal company when the 
French were trying to dig the great ditch, 
was an interested spectator of the event. 

Throughout he appeared as enthusiastic as 
any of the other spectators. 

Bunau-Varilla, once was an ardent believer 
in the sea level canal, He was one of the few 
of those present who saw the beginning of the 
great work of digging the canal thirty years 
ago. 

Bunau-Varilla took occasion to deny re- 
ports published in thé United States that he 
is connected with à proposed ship canal 
through Colombia. He predicted, however, 
that in two or three decades the volume of 
business offered to the present canal would 
be so great that it would not be able to handle 
the traffic on account of the limited supply of 
water afforded by the Chagres river. 


Canoe First Boat to Enter, 

The first boat to enter the cut from the lake 
was a native canoe, manned by two Amer- 
jeans. Shortly afterward three launches suc- 
cessfully negotiated the water over thegap. 
If the water covering the gap is deep enough 
a dredge will be passed into the gap next 
Monday. 

The Cucaracha slide, that huge moving 
mass of earth and rock covering acres in ex- 
tent, is now the only barrier in the way of the 
passage of a vessel from ocean to ocean. 

A trench has been dug around this barrier 
and tonight or tomorrow the section of the 
cut south of this point will begin to fll, and 
it is planned to pass some of the Pacific

Incidentally, while she tests the man made 
rules at Ellis island, Mrs. Pankhurst in- 
tends to test the power of a woman to keep 
a secret, for she declares in the cablegram 
announcing her intentions that she will con- 
fide the things she does not want the repre- 
sentatives of man made government to 
know to Miss Joan Wickham, her repre- 
sentative in this country. 

In her effort to outwit the government of- 
cials Mrs. Pankhurst will come here, she 
says, undér an assumed name and on some 
steamship other than the one one which it 
was announced that she would sail. 


Message Sent to Friend. 
Miss Wickham received this cablegram 


today: 
“PARIS, Oct. 9.—Mise Joan Wickham, 


New Tork; I understand that the United | 


States immigration authorities will detain 
me, questioning my right of entrance into 
the United States. I have therefore changed 
my plans, and will not sail on the Provence, 
but will take another ship under an assumed 
name to test the efficiency of man made gov- 
ernment. I will wireless the day before I sail, 
in confidence. EMMELINE PANKHURST?T.” 

Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont expressed herself as 
keenly delighted when she heard of Mrs. 
Pankhurst’s plan to try to pass Ellis island 
without being detected. Mrs. Belmont said 
she would be ready with a bond of $100,000 
for Mrs. Pankhurst should the immigration 
officials succeed in capturing her and send- 
ing her to Ellis island,

It does not mean that 
one party shall receive all the benefits while 
the other party is simply used to further 
the interests of the party benefited. 

„I shall therefore take other means than 
the meeting in Madison Square garden to 
reassure the American public that militant 
methods have never been used and are not

Mexico City, Oct. 10.—One hundred and ten 
members of the chamber of deputies who had 
signed resolutions of warning to President 
Huerta, as the result of the disappearance of 
Dr. Belisaro Dominguez, senator for Chia- 
pas, last night, were arrested tonight and 
lodged in the penitentiary. 

Five other deputies who signed the reso- 
lution were absent tonight when a cordon of 
troops was thrown about the legislative 
building and several hundred soldiers in- 
vaded the chamber. 

Deputies Fear for Safety. 

The arrests followed a demand by Pres- 
dent Huerta that the chamber withdraw the 
resolution, which carried the threat that the 
deputies would abandon the capitol owing to 
an alleged lack of guarantees for their per- 
sonal safety. 

Benator Dominguez early in the month 
made a speech in the senate violently at- 
tacking Huerta, saying that not only bat 
nothing been done during Huerta’s régims 
toward the pacification of the country but 


that the present situation in the republic 
ia infinitely worse than before. 

Missing Deputy Denounced Huerta. 

He said the currency of Mexico had depre- 
ciated, fielde had been neglected and towns 
razed, and that faminethreatened. He adde 
that the situation was the first and foremost 
evidence of the fact that the Mexican people 
could not resign themselves to be governe 4 
by Huerta.

‘Hiram Bingham, in his suggestive little 
book, The Monroe Doctrine, an Obsolete 
Shibboleth,” “when it came Chile’s turn, 
so kind was her feeling toward Secretary 
Root the United States was asked to join 
in. making the fourth { Latin-American 
scientific congress ' became the first Pan- 
American.’ Every one of the four countries, 
where the international scientists met had 
made a suitable, generous appropriation to 
cover the expenses of the meeting. Chile 
felt that it was worth while to make a very 
large appropriation in order guitably to en- 
tertain the delegates, to publish the results 
of the congress, and to increase American 
friendship. Everything was done to make 


the Tankli delegates feel that bygones 


were bygones and the days of Pan-Ameri- 
ean brotherhood had come.”

WHEN TO FUMIGATE. 

T-has been several years since Chapin 
of Providence began agitating against 
fumigation. The health department 
pes Providence was courageous enough 

to stop fumigating, except after tuber- 
culosis, about six years ago. Hill of Lon- 
don, Ont., in his valuable booklet, “ The 
New Public Health,” comes out strongly 
for the theory that ordinary contagion can- 
not be spread by the air; that if the secre- 
tions of persons sick with diphtheria and. 
‘other forms of contagion are made sterile, 
the disease will not spread; that contagion 
ie not due to filth; is not bred in filth; is not 
stimulated by filth, and that fighting con- 
tagion by fighting filth is wasting ammuni- 
Hon. 

In the Liverpool hospitals for years 
scariet fever, diphtheria, and other forms 
of contagion have been treated in the gen- 
eral wards in beds side by side with pneu 
monia and rheumatism. They do not get 

eross infections, a gg the nurses are su- 
— careful in beeping their hands 


The New York health . has 
revised {te fumigation rules In 1912, 
discontinued room fumigation after diph- 
theria, but it took the bedding to a central 
lant, and there disinfected it, In July, 
918, it discontinued the policy of -disin- 
fecting the bedding with steam after diph- 
{ theria, scarlet feyer, meastes, meningitis, 
and infantile paralysis. 

In diphtheria, if the patient dies or had 
been removed to the hospital at the height 
of the disease, the room is fumigated. Under 
other circumgtances, there is no fumigating. 

In measles, the room is not fumigated 
except when the patient has di ed. 

In ecariet fever, the room is fumigated. 


| In smallpox, the room is fumigated, and the 


bedding is sterilized by steam under pres- 


gure. 7 

Summarizing: The health board still 
fumigates after scarlet fever, smallpox, and 
consumption. It oceasioneliy fumigates 
after oo ba infantile peralysis, and 
imeningttis. t carey fumigates after 
measles, 


In London, eee of the contagion 
is cared for in the contagion hospitals, 
where there are 10,000 beds. Scarcely any 
attention is paid to measles. The reason is 
that meagies is only contagious during the 
first few days. By the time the case is seen, 
a diagnosis made, the ease reported, and the 
department inspector gets around, the case 
is no longer contagious. The authorities do 
not fumigate for measles, for the contagion 
is not borne by the air. 

The position taken by the New York 
oe department is that “ disinfection of 
effeqtive wort is performed by air and 
sunlight and that, in view of the tendency 
ef contagion germs to die quickly when 
dried, formalin disinfection is seldom re- 
quired.

HAT Emperor William should have ro- 
ceived Capt. H. D. Watson, R. N., the 
naval attaché of the British embassy 
at Berlin, ip farewell audience at 
Potsdam on Saturday last, while re- 
fusing to take leave in a similar fashion of 
John G A. Leishman,’ the outgoing Amer- 
jean ambassador, must not be considered in 
this country as any slight to the United 
States, but merely as a somewhat unusual 
manifestation of his personal dislike for Mr. 
Leishman and for his family. 
The emperor had wished to have either 
Lloyd Griscom or Henry White at Berlin 


much disappointed when Mr. Leishman was 
appointed.

The Leishmans did nothing to remove the 
prejudice which they found against them 
at the outset and which was increased by 
their action in invoking diplomatic privilege 
in defense of some sensational lawsuits 
brought against them by tradesmen in Paris 
and elsewhere. 

Diplomats enjoy legal immunities in this 
corinection, but it always makes an unpleas- 
ant stir, akin to a scandal, when they avail 
themselves of these extraterritorial preroga- 
tives to resist pecuniary claims, no matter 
how much the petitioning tradesmen may 
have endeavored to impose upon them. 

The emperor resented/ too, that the Leish- 
mans, who were credited with considerable 
wealth, should not have taken a fine house 
at Berlin and that Mrs. Leishman and her 
two daughters, one of them the widowed 
Comtesse de Gontaut-Biron, should have so 
openly, manifested their preference for 
French life, French society, French dress, 


etc. 

In fact, Mrs. Leishman and her daughters 
were most of the time away from Berlin and 
in France, absenting themselves from official 
functions at which Mrs. Leishman’s pres- 
ence was more or less imperative, as am- 
bassadress at the court of Berlin.

The hospitalities of Mr. Leishman as am- 
bassador in the kaiser’s capital have been of 
the most meager and perfunctory order, per- 
haps because he realized that the Berlin at- 

here was not congenial, and the climax 
of the matter was reached when both he and 
his wife encouraged the infatuation of the 
young Duke Charles of Croy for their unmar- 
ried daughter to the extent of alienating him 
from the court of Berlin, from his principal 
relatives, and from his regiment, the Gardes 
du Corps, from which he retired. 

The Leisimans were perfectly aware that 
both Kaiser Wilhelm and the imperial house 
of Austria, Which is allied by ties of blood 
to the Croys,. were bitterly opposed to any 
marriage between the Duke of Croy and Miss 
Nancy Leishman, which could at the best 
have been only of a morganatic character. 

The infatuation does not seem to have been 
of a lasting character, and, although there 
} has been no announcement that the match 
has been broken off, it is asserted both at 
Bertin and at Vienna that the project of a 
marriage has come to an end. ,

The principal mission of American am- 
Dassadors abroad is to promote friendship 
and good will towards the United States on 
the part of the rulers to whose courts they 
are accredited, 

It is dificult to understand how American 

interests can have been served in Germany by 
the retention for two years of an ambassador 
so personally distasteful to the kaiser as Mr. 
Leishman.

In order to understand the relationship of 
old Prince Eugene of Savoy to the reigning 
house of Italy, a relationship somewhat re- 
mote, it is necessary to explain that, just in 
the same way as with the French house of 
Bourbon, there was a senior and a junior line. 
the latter represented by the princes of Or- 
leans, so with the house of Savoy there are 
two lines, the younger bearing the distin- | 
guishing name of Carignan. 

It was to the latter that the famous gen- 
eral, Prince Bugene of Savoy, and also the 
ill fated Princesse de Lamballe, cousin and 
friend of Queen Marie Antoinette, and who 
was butchered by the Terrorists in Paris in 
1792, belonged. 

When the elder line of the house of Saves 
became extinct, on the death without issue of 
King Charies Felix in 1831, the thrones of 
Sardinia, of Piedmont, and of Savoy passed 
to his kinsman, Charles Albert, head ot the 
junior branch of the family. 

Old Admiral Prince Eugene of Carignan 
was his second cousin, their respective 
grandfathers having been brothers. 

The admiral's grandfather, Prince Eugene 
of Carignan, Count of Villafranca, married a 
nonroyal lady, the daughter of a petty noble 
of Brittany, Elizabeth Magon de Bolsgarin. 

Ot this marriage there was born a son, 
Joseph by name. who was first known as the 
Chevalier of Savoy, then as the Baron of 
Savoy, and afterward as the Prince of Savoy- 
Carignan.

and $5,000,000 will be paid in rentals by

The secretary said he had not drawn up 
hig plans for the issuance of the bonds, but | 
would do so in time to be presented to the 
seasion of congress which convenes in De- 
cember next. | 

Longer Time for Payments. 

“The farmers on our irrigation projects 
must have @ longer time in which to pay fot 
their water rights.” Mr. Lane said. “ They 
must have more education in the use of 
water so there will be less waste, and methods 
must be devised by which ether through the 
banks or by a system of credits money 
can be raised for the introduction of cattle 
upon the farms, 

“as it te now theffarmers are producing 
raw products which yield but little, : 
they should be producing a more f 
product. Indétead of selling alfalfa at $5 or 
$6 a ton they should be turning it into meat 
which would be more than double the value of 
the alfalfa.

OR many years past the friends and

her to write her memoirs. Those who 
have heard her talk about her life on 
the operatic stage, the singers she has ap- 


that there was an interesting book to be 
had from her reminiscences. Finally she 
set to work, and the result is not only an 
entertaining volume but one that will give 
courage to struggling singers and will show 
them that the art of music is one to take 
seriously and not merely as @ means to a 
livelihood, | 

“THE MEMOIRS OF AN AMERICAN 
PRIMA DONNA” (Putnam) cover 372 pages 
and are illustrated with forty portraits of 
the prima donna and her associates both 
on and off the stage. 

Clara Louise Kellogg was born in Sum- 
ter ville, 8. C., in 1842, Her patents were 
from New England, but they happened to 
be in the south at that time, as her father. 
was engaged in teaching school. 

We have Miss Kellogg's word for it that 
she was 10 months old when she sang 8 
negro ditty and her mother was more 
alarmed than pleased. By the time she 
was a year old she could sing so that any- 
body could recognize the tune. She came 
honestly by her music from both sides of 
the house. 

There was no thought of Miss Kellogg be- 
coming a singer when she wasachild. She 
was taught the piano and she heard all he 
singing when it came her way, and her mu- 
sical taste was directly, but simply as an 
accomplishment, not as a business. All this 
counted for the future. 

“I believe that singing is. largely imitat- 
we,“ she writes, and that whilesingers need 
not begin to train their voices early, they 
should as soon as possible familiarize them- 
selves with good singing and with good music 
generally. The wise artist learns from many 
sources, some of them quite unexpected ones. 
Patti once told me that she had caught the 
trick of her best ‘turn’ from listening to 
Faure, the baritone.” 

Young girls who are thinking about becom- 
ing public singers are advisz not only to: 
read this book from beginning to end but to 
commit these lines to memory: | Sees 

“If you really are prepared to sacrifice all 
the fun that your youth is entitled to, to 
work, and to deny yourself; to eat and sleep 
not because you are hungry or sleepy, but. 
because your strength must be conserved for 
your art; to make.your music the whole in- 
terest of your existence—if you are willing 
to do all this you may have your reward. 

But music will have no half service. It 
has to be all or nothing.

Clara Louise Kellogg was the first A meri- 
can prima donna to make a reputation. She 
not only ‘sang in this country but abroad.

The Kellogg family moved to New Tork 
when Clara Louise was a mere child. It was 
there that she first heard the great singers 
of the world. 

Not only was Clara Louise taken to hear 
ut she was taken to see good

Z “ What histrionio skill Teer developed f 
attribute to the splendid acting that 1 saw 
so constantly during my girlhood. And what 
actors and actresses we had! As I look back 
I wonder if we half appreciated them. It s 
certainly true that, view comparatively, we 
must cry there were giants in those days!“ 

At the time of her debut when she was 18, 
if we are to believe her own words, she 
looked “ like a picked chicken,” she soon got 
over that, as singing is a healthy exercise. 

Before appearing in opera Miss Kellogg 
traveled with a company which included 
Brignoli, Ferri, Susini, and Mme. Colson. 
It was the latter who gave her the advice, 
„Smile much and show your teeth — advice 
Miss Kellogg never forgot. Fortunately she 
had an engaging smile and remarkably fine 
teeth. 

From New York Miss Kellogg went to Bos- 
ton, and there she met all the literary lights 
of that day,-most of them at the house of 
Mr. and Mrs. James T. Fields, which was the 
headquarters of all that was interesting in 
the Hub. 

The breaking out of the civil war Was a bad 
thing for opera. People were toointent upon 
the great struggle to give much time or 
thought to music. Max Maretzek, Miss Kel- 
logg’s then manager, had a bright idea. 

“He bethought himself of La Figlia del 
Reggimento,’ a military opera, very light and 
infectious, that might easily catch the wave 
of public sentiment at the moment. We put 
it on in a rush. I played the daughter and 
we crowded into the performance every bit 
or marital feeling we could muster. I learned 
to play the drum, and we introduced all sorts 
of military business and bugle calls, and al- 
together contrived to create a warlike atmo- 
8988 of this opera was the 
greatest kind af success. Audiences cheered 
and wept and did everything to show their 
enthusiasm. It was about the only opera 
that they cared for at that time. 

It is amusing in the light of what is done 
on the stage today to read that Traviata 
was a subject of much discussion and puri-

after a violent outburst of its citizens. 

By most of her admirers Marguerite in 
„ Faust was considered Miss Kellogg's 
greatest creation. She created the role in 
this country in the winter of 1862-'3. When 
the score was given her she worked on her 
part off and on for nine months. The opera 
was first produced at the Acad y of Music 
in New York on Nov. 26, 1863, and the prima 
donna was very little over 20 years old. 

It is hard to believe, in the light of this

Miss Kellogg gives an amusing account 
of the concerts at Buckingham palace, where 
she did not at all enjoy singing. The audi- 
ences were cold, the performance too formal. 

Miss Kellogg speaks very frankly of her 
fellow artist. Of Adelina Patti she ‘says: 

“I have been often-asked my opinion of 
Patti's voice. She had a beautiful voice that 
in her early days was very high, and she is, 
on.the whole, quite the most remarkable 
singer theg I ever heard. But her voice has 
not been a high one for many years. It has 
changed, changed in pitch and register. It is 
no longer a soprano; it is mezzo and must be 
judged by quite different standards.” 

Nilsson could sing Swedish melodies in a 
way to drive one crazy or break one’s heart. 

I have been quite carried away with them 
again and again. 

These were the good days before her voice’ 
became impaired. In this connection I may 
mention. that it was Christine Nilsson who, 
having heard the Godwin gtris sing ‘Way 
Down Upon the Suwanee River,’ first intro- 
duced it on the stagé as an encore. 

In Russia, St. Petersburg, Miss Kelloga 
sang with Mme. Nordica, to whose voice she 
gives the highest compliments: 

“ My admiration for Mme. Nordica is deep 
and abounding. Her breathing and tone pro- 
duction are about as nearly perfect as any 
one’s can be, and if I wanted any young stu- 
dent to learn by imitation I could say to her, 
‘Go and hear Nordica and do as nearly like 
her as you can“ . 

After her marriage to Carl Strakosch Miss 
Kellogg left the stage. She has made her 
home at New Hartford, Conn., though she 
only spends part of thé year there. Her win- 
ters are usually passed in Rome. 

A year ago Mr. and Mrs. Strakosch cele- 
brated the twenty-fifth anniversary of their 
wedding and all New Hartford and the 
neighboring towns and even some of New 
York turned out to celebrate with them. In 
the evening there was a dinner at the hotel 
and after dinner Mrs. Strakosch sat down at 
thé piano and sang one of Godard’s songs in 
French. She sang it beautifully. I was sit- 
ting near her and when she finished she 
turned around and said to me:

The last quarter of a century has given ob- 
servers of history something like the proper 
perspective from which to view the events 
immediately preceding that time.

impeachment of Johnson, which was fraught 
with such vital fmportance to him, is shown 
by Mr. White by means of his letters to his 
friends and by his speeches in congress, 
many of which are given at length. Inci- 
dentally the biographer, as he goes on with 
hig narrative, explains Trumbull’s motives 
ae interpreted by himself or indicated in these 
sources, not infrequently criticising him. 

That Mr. White had no easy task is plain, 
for to the casual reader of congressional 
history it sometimes seems as though a sort 
of perversity controlled the opinions and acts 
of Trumbull. He veered in his votes and 
support from the utmost independence to 
partisanism. In him the New England con- 
science and an unshaken belief in law and the 
constitution warred with a deep sense of jus- 
tice and a feeling for the abstract right, in- 
dependent of law. The under dog oould 
always count on his sympathy. It was this 
which accounted for his varied votes in the 
senate during Johnson's administration and 


which led him through his subsequent party 
adherencesr; to his defense of Debs and to his. 


assistance in formulating Populist principles. 

Such a.man could do nothing else but vote 
“no” on the impeachment of Johnson He 
was consistent in that, and he stood firmly 
for his principles and accepted the punish- 
ment meted out to him... This, however, was 
tempered.by his long service to the state, and 
he was not visited by the obloquy which came 
to some of the other seven.

Mr. White believes that the true estimate of 
Trumbull’s character and his place in the 
roll of statesmen may not be made for many 
years yet, but that the man who drew the 
thirteenth amendment will never be forgot- 
ten so long as the love of liberty survives in 
this land. Lincoln paved the way for it, 
but Trumbull and the state legislatures did 
the rest. He also rendered good service in 
combating the arbitrary arrests and the 
suspension of the writ of habeas corpus. 
This service cost him great popularity and 
classed him in some minds with the copper- 
heads. 

His change of front half way through the 
reconstruction period has often been com- 
mented upon. Mr. White says that Trumbull 
stood by Johnson until the latter vetoed the 
freedmen’s bureau and civil rights bills, 
when Trumbull considered that the presi- 
dent had betrayed the cause for which the 
war was fought. Even then, however, when 
he went with his party, he did not hesitate to 
check undue radicalism. Thie marked hig 
decline as a leader of the senate. He re- 
luctantly assented to several radical meas- 
ures when he found himself almost the only 
Republican opposing them. 

Mr. Joseph Medill had a high opinion of 
Trumbull and believed that had he remained 
with his party he could have been Grant’s 
successor. Next to Lincoln and Grant he 
certainly was the most distinguished man 
which [Illinois has given to public life. 

Mr. White is to be congratulated on the 
excellent manner in whith he has accom- 
plished this work. It is eminently fair. Hig 
severest judgments of men have the indorse- 
ment of impartial histor¥, and he has suo- 
ceeded in making a subject which some 
might call dull exceedingly interesting.

LIVING voice from the pest of the 
civil war comes to us from the pages 
of “A CONFEDERATE GIRL’S 
DIARY,” the publication of a jour- 
nal kept half a century ago amid ail 

the terrors and turmoils of the great strife by 
a young southern girl, Sarah Morgan Daw- 


son, now kindly given to the public by ber 


son. 

It is fascinatingly interesting, a volume of 
real life. Sarah lived with her family in 
their pleasant old home at Baton Rouge con- 
cerned with girlish hopes and pleasures till, 
like a thunder bolt, came the real hardships 
of war. At first these were simply hurried 
flights, rumored fights, and the necessity of 
meeting bands of soldiers who stared boldly. 
But they came later to mean absolute need, 
hunger, and the lack of garments, lose of 
friends and relatives, continual danger to life. 
All of these things were recorded by the girl 
in alternating moods of bitterness, philoe 
ophy, southern pnide, youthful humor, and 
eaddened love.

It is a very human document, and one re- 
markably mature and just, to have been 
written by so young a girl in times so trying. 
She scorns the north, pouring forth all sorts 
of seething comments on one day and on the 
next she admits that there are just as real 
gentlemen among the northerners as among 
her own people. Throughout there is a 
charming girlish verve, which gives the book 
ightness and reality, for Sarah oould see the

most of the time; when her sorely tried sense 
of humor failed she could denounce the ö 

ments of armies and plans of attack with 
right good will. She wielded a stirring pen 
that pricked into the situation very pointedly.

As an adequate representation of the wom- 
an's side of war there is perhaps nothing 
better. This has come so sincerely, so un- 
consciously, and so directly from the field, 
lu spite of the lapse of fifty years, that it cac- 
ries an impression of genuineness which many 
another book must lack. This phase of his- 
tory has been dealt with a deal in romantic 
imaginings, but here we have actual labora- 
tory evidence on the feminine feelings in re- 
gard to war time, and for that it is a great 
bcok. It is also of especial interest as throw- 
ing still another gleam of light on that al- 
ready much lighted but not yet illuminated 
period of our nationai history. This is alto- 
gether an interesting and a profitable book 
to be read. (Houghton-Miffiin.)

A book of. great scholarly significance is 
„SPANISH ISLAM,” a history of the Mos- 
lems in Spain, a most thorough and far 
reaching investigation into the Arabs of 
Spain, the result of a first'hand study of origi- 
nal sources by the author, Reinhart Dozy, 
who devoted 4 long lifetime to this subject, 
igsuing his great book in 1861. But, in spite 
of his monumental achievement, the labor 
he had bestowed and the art with which he 
had accomplished, he doomed his book to 
neglect by publishing it in French, thus slight- 
ing his Dutch nationality. 

Whatever may have been the cause the 


‘book had only one edition, and this is its 


first English translation, but its use and its 
historical artisticness are now to have a 


chance for broader recognition. This book 
really reflects pristine history, for the author 
discarded or proved false practically all pre- 
vious writings on the subject, going straight 
to original documents for his information, 


which material he converted into thoroughly 
readable as well as informativé history whose 
spirit the translator, Francis Griffin Stokes, 
has well preserved. (Duffield.)

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POSTAL SERVICE 
COMMON CARRIER? 


Commerce Commission Soon 
Will Be Asked to Give Its 
Decision on Issue. 


PASSES CAUSE OF TEST. 
Employes Want Right of Free 
Transportation During 
Off Hours. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 10.—[ Special. ]—The 
interstate commerce commission soon will be 
called on to determine whether the United 
States postoffice department is a common 
carrier. 

The question will be presented to the com- 
mission, in all likelihood, by officials of 
the Railway Mail association, the members 
of which are seeking to use their officis! 
transportation for persona! trips during their 
off time. This association is made up of the 
railway mall clerks in the postal service. 

P. J. Schardt of Milwaukee, president of 
the Railway Mail association, will confer 
with the second assistant postmaster gen- 
aral on the proposition tomorrow. 


Former Ruling Modified. 

Until a few years ago railway mail clerks 
used their official transportation freely dur- 
ing their off hours. Shortly after the inter- 
state commerce commission was established 
a ruling was made that this transportation 
could be used only on official business. Trips 
to and from the terminal were classed as un- 
official. This ruling later was amended 80 
that the men are allowed to use their trans- 
portation for trips from their homes to work 
and from work to their homes. 

What the mail employés now desire is the 
full privileges of transportation passes, 80 
that they may make an unofficial trip with- 
out paying railroad fare. They argue that 
express messengers are allowed this privi- 
lege. 

Express Common Carrier. 

The interstate commerce act specifically 
classes express companies as common car- 
riers. It also classifies all persons, corpora- 
tions, or firms transporting commodities 
from state to state as common carriers. The 
government, especially since the extension 
of the parcels post, is just as much @ common 
carrier as an express company, according to 
the officials of the Railway Mail association. 
But soo far this point has not been made 
before the interstate commerce commission. 

The usual view of the mail service in the 
past has placed the postoffice department in 
the position of a shipper and not a carrier.

Scheme to Separate Meetings 
of Organized Labor from

WIDE CO-OPERATION SEEN. 


A plan for uniting the churches and the 
fabor unions “ for a clean city government 
was made yesterday. The scheme ia to 
sever the labor unions of which there 
are more than 1,100 from the saloons 
by offering the 1,400 churches and parish 
houses to the different unions as meeting | 
places. This, it was said, would interrupt 
the sway of the saloon politician over the 
working man. 

“I found,” Wirt W. Hallam of the Tllinois 
Vigilance association said, that five or six 
labor unions held their weekly and monthly 
meetings in the Masonic temple; one in a 
hall over a drug store, and nearly 600 ip 
halls over saloons or in the rear rooms of sa- 
loons, T sent out 600 letters to the different 
churches asking if it were possible to get 
those unions to hold their meetings in church 
Parlors or anywhere else to keep them away 
from the saloons. Ministers and social work- 
ers, I find, are eager to offer this service to 
the labor unlons.“ 

General Aid Promised. 

William Barrett Millard of the Church Fed- 
eration council of 600 churches has taken up 
the plan and will present it at the next board 
meeting. The Congregational home mission 
board, which includes more than 100 
churches, and the Presbyterian home mis- 
sion board, with 125 churches, also will take 
action. Miss Maud Denning of Life and 
Labor, who first laid the plan, is calling upon 
different ministers, asking for their oobpera- 
tion, 

The Rev. John Henry Hopkine of the | 
Church of the Redeemer already has offered 
the church parlor to any labor union. The 
Rev. Egbert Roy Dakin, successor to Dr.

IN MACKAY CASE 


Wife of Noted New York Sur- 
geon Files Suit for Separa- 
tion Against Dr. Jo- 
seph A. Blake. 


BIG ALIMONY DEMANDED. 


Has Charged Spouse of the Multi- 
millionaire with Alienation 
of Husband’s Affec- 
tions. 


New York, Oct. 10.--[Special.)—Papers in 
the separation suit of Mra, Catherine K. 
Blake against Dr. Joseph A. Blake, the 
noted surgeon, have been filed in the Su- 
preme court. Mrs. Blake says in her com- 


|plaint that she is compelled to ask for a 


separation in order to compel her husband to 
support her, although she has no desire to 
be legally separated from the surgeon. 

This court action on the part of Mrs. 
Blake has been expected since the recent 
revelations of crossed marital wirer were 
brought to light by the news that Mrs. Blake 
had filed suit to recover $1,000,000 from Mrs. 
Katherine Duer Mackay, wife of the multi- 
millionaire, Clarence H. Mackay, for aliena- 
tion of Dr. Blake's affections. 


Asks Alimony and Fees, 

Mrs. Blake asks that her husband be com- 
pelled to pay her $1,500 a month alimony 
and $5,000 counsel's fees. She also asks that 
he be directed to pay bills aggregating $3,000, 
which she has contracted since he ceased 
contributing to her support, last July, and 
wants such an allowance as the court deems 
proper for the education and maintenance of 
her two sons, Joseph, aged 21, and Francis 
H. Blake, aged 12. 

The complaint states that Dr. Blake aban- 
doned his wife over two years ago, without 
cause or justification, and with the intention 
of not returning. Since July last he has re- 
fused to provide her with any funds, and 
the plaintiff, although she desires no sep- 
aration from the defendant, is compelled to 
institute this action to obtain the support to 
which she is entitled.” 


Trouble Four Years Old. 

In her affidavit Mra. Blake says: Until 
about four years ago I was living happily 
with my husband, and was being properly 
supported by him and enjoying his affection, 
society, and protection. About this time, 
without cause or justification on my part, 
he began to abandon me and to treat me with 
colaness and indifference and at times with 
harshness. These conditions continued until 
about two years ago, when he entirely aban- 
doned me and deserted me.“ 

Mrs. Blake states her husband has been 
and u one of the leading surgeons of New 
York, and he enjoys a large income from his 
practice, which, to the best of her knowledge, 
amounts to between 575, 000 and $100,000 a 
year.” 


Given $1,000 a Month, 

Mra. Blake says that for some time after 
she was married her husband allowed her 
$1,000 a month for her maintenance and gup- 
port. She adds: 

He later reduced the allowance, against 
my protest, from $1,000 to $600 a month. This 
‘unexpected reduction in my income caused 
the bills to accumulate, which bills I con- 
tracted in the belief that I was to continue 
to receive $1,000 a month.“ 

Mrs. Blake concludes her affidavit with a 
statement tlat she has no means of support 
aside from an allowance from her husband, 
except the income from a $5,000 trust fund in 
care of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany, which is inadequate to pay her debts 
and the expenses of her sons in school and 
college, to say nothing of her own support.

The final arguments of counsel for and 
against him were delivered today before the 
high court of impeachment. Immediately 
thereafter the court adjourned until next 
Monday afternoon. 

Upon reconvening the court will decide 
upon its plan of balloting—whether it shall be 
done in open or executive session, and then 
take up the constitutional objections to the 
impeachment charges that have been raised 
by counsel for the governor. 

If the Judges hold adversely, in whole or 
in part, to the contentions of Sulzer’s coun- 
sel, a vote on his guilt or innocence will 
follow. 


May Be Barred from All Offices. 

The next question to be decided will be 
whether he should be removed from office. 
Should this be decided affirmatively, the 
judges then will vote on whether additional 
punishment, disqualification from ever hold- 
ing public office in this state again, shall be 
meted out to him. 

No more bitter criticism has been made 
of the governor and no kinder words have 
been said in his behalf than were heard lu 
the court room today. 

Alton B. Parker, a constitutional lawyer, 
who for hours had argued the legal aspects 
of the case for the board of managers on the 
day previous, suddenly switched his tactics 
today and showered the governor with a 
fire of invective and accusation of criminal 
wrong doing.

Accused Bitterly Denounced,

tempts to suppress and falsify testimony and 
efforts to cast the blame elsewhere—each in 
turn,“ the attorney declared, “has been 
stripped from .gauaking flesh until he 
stands now naked before this court without a 
rag of his attempted vindication clinging te 
his deformed and mutilated manhood. 

“Every deguise has been torn from his 
back, from the petticoat in which he trusted 
for safety to the armor of defiance in which 
he threatened to attack and expose a politic- 
al leadership to which we have found him 
suing for a merciful obliteration of his mis- 
deeds and offering the bribe of submission.” 


Herrick Defends the Governor, 

To D. Cady Herrick, chief of the governor’s 
counsel, fell the task of saying the final word 
for the accused executive. His remarks 
stood out in strange contrast to the vitriolic 
attack of Mr. Parker. | 

The governor was pictured by Herrick as 
an honest but eccentric man, to whom even 
the thought of committing a crime was a 
thing apart. The attorney did not seek to 
excuse the governor's method in obtaining 
campaign funds, and admitted that Sulser 
had low ethical standards, but argued that 
no criminal intent had been shown, and 
therefore the charges had not been sustained.

New York, Oct. 10.— Marriage and divorce 
again came to the fore today at the general 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal church.

70,000 School Chiidren. 


ORE than 70,000 children in north side 

public schools yesterday heard personal 

appeals for the exercise of safety pre- 

cautions, from judges, railroad Officials, 

bankers, municipal authorities, and 
others associated with the public safety com- 
mission of Chicago and Cook county. 

It was the first safety day in Chicago 
schools and the program for the day was part 
of a general campaign for safety to be insti- 
tuted in every public, private, and parochial 
school in the city. During the course of three 
or four weeks every schoolroom in the city 
will have been visited by members of the com- 
mission and volunteer speakers, who will make 
ten minute talks and distribute pamphlets con- 
taining safety precautions. 

One hundred and twenty-five speakers as- 
sembled early in the morning and boarded the 
forty-six automobiles loaned by owners in sym- 
pathy with the movement. 

The speakers were under the direction of H. 
L. Brownell, general chairman of the day. The 
ward chairmen were: L. B. Richards of the 
Twenty-first ward, E. L. Murphy of the Twenty- 
second ward, Dr. W. B. Buehler of the Twenty- 
third ward, C. L. Burlingham of the Twenty- 
fourth ward, George A. H. Scott of the Twenty- 
fifth ward, and the Rev. William Burgess of the 
Twenty-sixth ward. 

When an automobile reached a school each 
speaker was assigned a different room and the 
regular routine of the school was not seriously 
interfered with. 

It was pointed out by each speaker that the 
safety commission is desiring more than any- 
thing else to lessen the number of accidents 
incurred by school children on their way to and 
from school. The children were warned not to 
cross streets except at intersections—never in 
the middle of the block; to look both directions 
in the street before crossing; not to get fright- 
ened or to run, and to observe the various rules 
for getting on and off street cars. The speakers 
reported they never had addressed more at- 
tentive audiences. 

“The interest with which we were received by 
the youngsters,” said Coroner Hoffman, who 
spoke at the Lake View school, “shows that 
the cause of safety is going to receivé thou- 
sands of its strongest allies from the ranks 
of the school children.” 


Canadians End Visit. 


“Trade with Canada as it is at present con- 
ducted cannot endure.” This was the opinion 
of two speakers at the banquet given by the 
Canadian club of Chicago to a delegation of 
citizens of Winnipeg, headed by the premier 
of Manitoba, Sir Rodman Roblin, at the Con- 
gress hotel last night. 

“So great is the disparity between the 
amount which Canada imports from the United 
States and the amount the United States im- 
ports from Canada,” said W. Sanford Evans, 
president of the Canadian Clubs of Canada, 
“that it hardly can prove a sound basis of 
trade relations. The United States exports 
gy it to Canada and imports only 3167, 
000,000.” 

D. E. Gore, vice president of the Association 
of Commerce, gave Mr. Evans an answer. 

Until Canada reaches the point,“ he said, 
“where its manufactures balance with its agri- 
cultural interests, the balance of trade will be 
in our favor. We in the United States have 
gone too far. Our agricultural interests have 
been allowed to deoline. That is the cause for 
the present high cost of living. Canada soon 
will be called upon to help feed this country.” 

The failure of the reciprocity treaty two 
years ago was ascribed by Mr. Evans to the 
desire of Canada to keep clear of all entangle- 
ment which might some time limit trade. The 
greatest reciprocity between the countries was, 
he declared, ita constant interchange of citi- 
zens. 

The premier enlarged upon the idea. There 
has been one kind of reciprocity,” he said, 
“which has been a profit to both nations. Two 
million Canadians have come to the United 
States, giving this country men like James J. 
Hill, who will go down in the pages of history 
as a nation maker. You have given to us a 
man equally as great, William Van Horn.” 

The Canadians during the day were enter- 
tained at the Press club, where the premier 
spoke at length. They took a train to St. Paul 
last night on their way back to Canada.

Per- 
haps not careful watch enough was kept of 
them; perhaps if they had been in a dark 
place, where such things ought to be kept, they 
would have stood the test. But results proved 
that, under the hardest conditions, the tomatoes 
in the Mason jars did not fret nor betray sickly 
commotions, while those in the other jars, every 
last one, did. 

The old fashioned Mason jar, the greener the 
better, is undoubtedly the safest jar for canned 
tomatoes, unless conditions for keeping them 
are perfect. The tomato does not look half as 
pretty in these, but it keeps its health without 


When the tomatoes have been parbolled and 


drained they are then ‘ready for the boiling, 
spiced vinegar, and further cooking. As to the 
preparation of this vinegar the taste of the 
cook dominates. Some peopk use as much as 
a pound of sugar to a quart of vinegar, but this 
is large measure, and about a fourth of an 
ounce each of various spices, such as cloves, 
mustard seed, bruised ginger root, and various 
amounts of onion or none at all, and perhaps 
one clove of garlic to a peck of tomatoes.

The ginger pear recipe given below came 
almost straight from an old family in Albany, 
N. T., that in part retrieved its fortunes by 
making it. The pickle recipe came from a simi- 
lar source and has had some popularity now 
for a number of years. 

EASIEST PICKLE.— Use medium sized cu- 
cumbers; wash them thoroughly and throw 
them into a pickle made as follows: To every 
gallon of vinegar add one cup of salt, one cup 
of mustard, one cup of sugar. They will keep 
perfectly without the horseradish, but the ad- 
dition of a root of it improves their quality as 
well as insuring the better behavior of the vine- 
gar. No cooking and no sealing are necessary.

‘ Gloine to extremes in all things rampant, 
the aspiring Cubs crushed the White Sox into 
humiliating defeat yesterday in the third 
game for the city championship at the west 
side park. The score was8to0. It was more 
than a victory; it was a landslide. 

Jim Scott, the sturdy curve ball artist of 
the south side team, was on the slab, and 
apparently in the best of form, but he took 
the worst licking of the season when in the 
sixth and seventh rounds the Cubs went into 
tantrums of athletic prowess and whaled the 
ball all over the lot. * 

On the slab for the Trojan army was Bert 
Humphries, the meekest man in the national 
game, so far as is known. Nearly 18,000 
persons were gathered together for the after- 
noon of sport, and it looked as if Mr. 
Humphries was the only one who didn’t ex- 
perience a thrill. 


Four Hits Off Humphries, 

Humphries stood out on the rubber and 
heaved deadly curves and fast balls over the 
plate with his deceptive side arm delivery, 
and did it with the same grim steadfastness 
that he would shovel coal. In the interims 
of retiring his victims, Bert would mop his 
perspiring brow and stretch his aching limbs, 
and one got the impression that to him 
shoveling coal would be more interesting 
than hurling a baseball for the delight of 
enraptured thousands. 

In the entire game the Séx go 
base hits off the side arm state Perales 
clean smash inside of first base for a double. 
The other three were on the scratch order. 
Not a south sider got beyond second base, 
and seven of them fanned. 

Jim Scott hurled with the accuracy and 
precision of a machine for the first five in- 
nings. It looked as if the throng of rooters 
was to be treated to a duel betw een pitchers, 
and the team that could get the lucky break 
and score one run would be victor in the 
battle. But in the fifth inning two or three 
balls that were hit off Scott foretold of 
danger.

In the next inning the break came. Evers 
and Schulte hit flercely for Singles.

When. order had been restored Jim Scott 
picked up his sweater and made his weary 
way to the club house, for he could be of no 
more use to the White Sox, Callahan injected 
his pinch hitters without avail, and then gent 
his youngest hurler, Bill Lathrop, to the 
siab to finish the job and get it over with

Perfect Hurling Beats C~ls. 

Humphries and his side arm curve has pus- 
zied National league batters all season and 
enabled him to go through as the leading 
hurler of the west side team, thereby putting 
the town of California, Pa., on the map for 
the first time. But in no game of the regular 
season did he display quite the finish and per- 
fectness of pitching that he did yesterday. 

The Sox had heard of his side arm curva, 
but never had looked at it until yesterday, 
this being Humphries” first year with the 
Cubs. There was a general opinion on the 
south side last night that it was some curve. 

But it was the perplexing manner in which 
Humphries mixed em up that upset the bat- 
ting of the Sox. Bert delivers his curve and 
his fast ball in exactly the same manner. His 
success lies in the perfection of that trick. 
Sometimes he drops a slow floating kindofa 
curve over the plate and it, too, starts from 


and the fast ball. No batter lives who can 
stand up there and pick out the fast ball and 
let the curve go. Some of the time he is go- 
ing to swing at a supposedly fast one and 
watch a curve skim by, six inches past the 
end of his bat.

Many complaints were made to the 
police of the stealing of milk, bread, news- 
papers, and door mats from the front door- 
steps of the householders, but the police were 
unable to determine who among the big 
crowd were the offenders, 

The police picked up more than two dozen 
of the mats they found in the possession of 
waiting fans, but no arrests were made, as 
the authorities could not prove they were 
stolen. The mats were taken to a police 
station to await identification by the owners, 

Two fruit stands ort street corners near 
the grounds were broken open during the 
night and raided. 

Four hundred policemen who are detailed 
for duty inside the park during the game 
were ordered on duty at 9 a. m., two hours 
earlier than usual. The gates opened shortly 
before 10 o’clock, . *
